Wasninctox, July 4.—[Special.j—When 
the damaged drum, the cracked flute and tho 
two or three wheezy trombones arrived at his 
house last night to serenade Williamee Chan 
dler, the “knight of the. pulled ear,” there 
were afew preliminaries and then Williamee 
“‘bloviated”’ some.

Another negro read some resolutions 
in which it was stated that the negro was de- 
prived of his right to vote In the south, and in

was advecaied. Chandicr did not invite any 
of the crowd in. He is not that kind of an 
equal rights individual. ile spoke from the 
steps. He said that he had frequently called 
the attention of the senate to ‘outrages which 
have been perpetrated upon the colored people 
in the south,”’ and in order that he might have 
a text for his speech he would read several ac- 
counts of such outrages. He then putled 
forth his bag of gory chestnuts 
and regaled his audience with 4 recital of 
some of the choicest of them. They seemed 
to warn him up. He was at home, as much 
at home as if he had been delivering one of 
his recking haranguesin the United States 
senate chamber. ‘‘There isa political mean- 
ing,” he exclaimed, “‘in these outrages. It is 
the policy of the democratic party to massacre 
the black man in order to keep him in subjec- 
tion. Why, my friends, this whole business is 
simply a systematic effort to degrade the color- 
ed race and prevent it from exercising the 
right of suffrage.”

PRESIDENT HARRISON AT WOODSTOCK 


He Speaks to a Very Large. Crowd of Con-~ 
necticut's People, But a Storm Intorferes 
With the Programme—Elsewhere. 

Woopstock, Conn., July 4.—The morning 
opened with a brightening sky and promise of 
clearing weather, so that farmers at a distance 
were well under way for Roseland Park before 
the clouds thickened and changed the pros- 
pects for the day. Before 10 o'clock it was 
drizzling after the fashion of tne past three 
days. Nevertheless, the crowd came and was 
probably as lagge as last year. It was an en- 
thusiastic and happy crowd of genuine New 
Ienglanders that came to see the president and 
to hear the speeches, and was not to be pre- 
rented by a little rain, which did not seriously 
interfere with the morning exercises. :

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FLOODS IN TEXAS. 


Their Banks, 

Fort Worth, Tex., July 4.—Several inches 
Qf rain fell in this part of the state yesterday 
and great damage has resulted. Reports from 
the west show heavy rains for 200 miles. The 
Brazos and Trinity rivers are booming. At 
Bendbrook, twelve miles west. the bridge of 
the Texas and Pacific aud 100 feet of the track 
are washed away. The St. Louis, Arkansas 
and Texas railroad for two miles out is sub- 
merged. The Missouri, Kansas and Texas, 
and Fort Worth and Denver have abandoned 
their tracks north. The Texas and Pacific 
has abandoned trains both east and west. 

At Forth Worth bottom lands to the north 
for two miles and to the east fora mile and a 
half are submerged, and truck farms are gone. 
The Trinity rose four feet and a half in one- 
half an hour, and dwellings on the tow Jands 
barely escaped. City Marshal Farmer, Sheriff 
Richardson and their entire toree for the 
time became a rescuing corps and manned 
boats which brought people to the city, where 
they are quartered in large warehouses. There 
are 2C0 men, Women and children thus cared 
for. 

LOSS OF LIFE REPORTED. 

If. Plume and sister are said to have been 
washed away, and Mrs. H. 8S. Bentley and 
Patrick, her son, who lived on the Trinity, 
arc wrissing and said to be drowned. Their 
house was carried away. The river there is 
two miles wide, and all cabius and tents are 
gone. 

The St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas operator 
last night received a message that the west 
fork of the Trinity was coming down with an 
eight foot rise. Six inches more of water and 
the waterworks will have to be abandoned. 
Wheat, oats, and fruit and cotton are badly 
damaged. The loss can hardly be computed, 
but conservative estimates place it as high as 
$2,000,000. There issome fear for the little vil- 
lages along the Trinity above Fort Worth, but 
there is no telegraph communication and noth- 
ing definite can be learned. At one o’clock 
this morning it was still raining heavily.

at the hands of the implacable captors. When 
the Bald Knobbers were organized in Taney 
county Wash Middleton identified hiinself 
prominently with the regulating parity and be- 
came a dreaded leader of the new movemunt. 
Except Captain Kinney, perhaps, no man 
in Taney county was more feared and hated 
by the militia or ‘slicker’ faction 
than Middilejon. He was the Knob- 
ber chief's most intimate friend. 
The two conspicuous regulators living in the 
same neigiborhood, pear Kirbyvilie, seven 
miles west of Forsyth. Some time after the 
hanging of the Taylor brothers by the Bald 
Knobbers at Forsyth, in April, 1885, Captain 
Kinney kiiled Andrew Coggtun at a church 
one Sunday night. The ‘oye buns and Suapps 
were anti-knobbers and verv intimate friends. 
Sam Snapp was present when Khinney shoi 
Coggbun, and the enemies of the knobber chief 
regarded him as an important witness in the 
case.

THE PRISONER’S FRIENDS RESCUED HIM 
and he fled to Arkansas. A reward was of- 
fered by the authorities of Taney county and 
by Governor Marmaduke. Some time in June 
last year Jim Holt, a detective, who had been 
hunting outlaws in Colorado and + Montana, 
got on to Middleton’s track. For several 
weeks Holt shadowed Middleton closely in 
Newton eounty, Arkansas, where the 
fugitive knobber was hiding. About the 
middle of July, nearly a year 
ago, Holt came up with Middleton 
at a picnic at Mount Parthens, Newton county, 
and unmasked his design, demanding the 
fugitive’s surrender, Middleton resisted and 
Ilolt shot him dead on the spot. Middleton 
had two sons at the picnic, who would have 
killed Holt immediately had they not been 
prevented by the sheriff and his deputies. 
Holt was the son of W. Ll. Holt, a justice of 
the peace of Lead Hill, Ark. He was about 
25 years old, and had spent most of the time 
since attaining his majority in the west. After 
the killing of Middleton, Holt cameto Taney 
eounty and was one of James H. Berry’s body 
guards during the fued between the latter and 
George Hj. Taylor the Forsyth attorney last 
summer, before the killing of Captain Kinney.

BEVORE THE UNITED STATES COURT 
AT MACON. 


Foreclosure of a Chattel Mortgage in 
Which a Question of” Jurisdiction is 
Raised. 

Macon, Ga., July 4.—[{Special.]-An inter- 
esting question has been pending before 
Judge Speer in the United States court here 
for two days past, and argument will be re- 
sumed thereon tomorrow. The court has been 
occupied yesterday and today on the question 
ef conflict of federal and state court jurisdic- 
tion. 

The facts in the case briefly stated are these: 
On June ist last Steinburg & Lowenburg, 


large dry goods merchants in Columbus, run-. 


ning astore called the ‘“‘Bee Hive,’’ were 
Closed by tie sheriff of Muscogee county, un- 
der a mortgage fi fa. in favor of H,. B. Claflin 
& Co. Vhe foreclosure was made under the 
provisions of he Georgia statute by simple 
affidavit of the mortgagee and the issuance of 
afi fa. by the clerk of the superior court of 
Muscogee county. Subsequent to this fore- 
closure, theMerchants’ and Mechanics’ bank, 
of Coluinvus, foreclosed a mortgage against 
‘the same parties and other mortgage creditors 
placed their claims in the hauds of the sheriff, 
the total amount of the mortgages being £46,-~ 
000. The stock of goods, estimating “about 
$175,000 or $200,000 in value, was advertised 
by the sheriff to be sold under these mort- 
gages. This large stock and_ about 
$8,000 of accounts, which had _ been 
transferred to the aforesaid bank 
as additional security constitute the assets in 
litigatian. On June 11, Teft, Weller & Co., 
of New York, and other unsecured creditors, 
filed a bill praying for an injunction and the 
appointment of a receiver before Judge 
Emory Speer, of the United States court. On 
the same day, Dunham, Buckly & Co, and 
other geucral creditors joining them, also filed 
a bill praying for similar relief. The court 
granted a temporary order in both bills, and at 
the hearing which began here on _ yester- 
day, both bills weré consolidated and 
the argument on the case began. 
The first question was on demurrer 
to the jurisdiction of the federal court, and it 
is this interesting point which has occupied 
the court for two days. 

The point was, Whether or not the fore- 
closure of a chattel mortygave, under the Geor- 
via statute, was such a judicial proceeding of 
the state courtas would inhibit the federal 
court from taking jurisdiction under the 
United States statute. 

Atthe opening of the case Judge Speer 
stated that he desired to have full argunmient 
and afeil presentation of authorities on beth 

sides—an d after this was had the court today 
ruled upon that point of the demurrer. The 
court sta: ed that the question presented was 
one demanding thé gravest consideration. That 
under our system of administering the laws it 
was 2 maiter of a most delicate nature for one 
<2o ut to coine in contlict with another. That 
he would be a foolish judge who would precip- 
itate aconilict. That, after all, the object of 
the courts, both federal and state, was the 
same. ‘iat Mr. Justice Bradley lad said 
that a federal court sitting in Georgia was a 
Georzia court. That the rulings of the su- 
preme court of Georgia seemed to treat the 
foreclosure under this statute as a judicial 
_osesoppendag and out of respect to that court he 
would stain this demurrer, but that if it 
were a foreiun oran alien Route. his ruling 
might be otherwise. Le would, therefore, not 
enjoin oti sheriff, There will be a 
wry large surplus of these assets 
after the im ve ages are paid, and tomorrow 
the court will go into the case on its merits 
and consider the question as to whether he 
will appoint a permanent receiver to take 
charge of these assets. This case is one of 
great intcrest, not only on account of the very 
large amount involved, but because it has 
raised this question of vital importance to 
parties liticant in the state and feder ‘al courts. 
The interest it has awakened among the legal 
profession” is evinced by the number of attor- 
neys retained in the case,

If femaiecs are thus allowed to visit Wool- 
folk, prisun life will not be so irksome to him, 
and, perhaps, it might afford means of escape, 
for in song and story it has been told how 
some wornan has visited a prisonerin his cell, 
where the narties changed their apparel, and 
the prisoner, under the disguise of a@ woman 
has safely and unsuspected passed the jailer 
on guard and effected his escape. If this has 
happe ned in other cases, why not with Wool- 
folk? 

It is not improbable that at an early day 
Judge Gustin will have Woolfolk removed to 

sibb jail on the score of econoiny, if for no 
other reason. It costs Bibb county $10.50 
per month to feed and keep Wool- 
folk in the Houston county fail, where- 
as the cost at the Bibb jail would be 
only 9, a saving of $1.50 per month. But this 
is only a minor saving. DB.bb has to pay ajsye- 
cial guard £1.50 per day to watch Woolfolk at 
the Houston jail, as the jaile: not sleep 
at the jail, whereas, at the Bibb jail there 
would be no need of a spec! ial euard, and this 
expense of 345,00 per month would be saved, 
or there would bea total savingin food and 
guard of 846.50, 

Bibb’s jai: at present is full of negro prison- 
ers and .indgs Gustin may wish to clear thie 
jail of this motle “y crew at the present term of 
court ere ordering Woolieclk’s return there 
and thus lessen his chances of obtaining some 
kind of weapon on trial.

These dogs, 
cailed bloodhounds, are but little larger 
than beagles, which they greatly resemble. 
We never saw one as large as the smailest 
setter. hey have an unusually fine scent, 
and are used solely to catch and hold a 
track. Any man witha stick could keep a 
dozen at bay. They probably could not 
drive Mr.- Chandler up a tree if they 
charged full at his eye-glasses! Our adver- 
tiser probably had some of these dogs and 
wished to catch the eye of some convict 
contractor, And his advertisement a sena- 
tor of the United States would magnify into 
a sectional issuc! 

As for the rest, Mr. Grady never said in 
the north aword of praise of the negro’s 
fidelity and loyalty that he has not repeated 
with deeper emphasis to southern audiences 
time and again.

In this_coun- 
try McCoy was killed near Hastings, New 
York, in 1842, and Kelly, Walker, and Ful- 
jamcs have since been killed in the same 
Way. 

In all of these cases the surviving princi- 
pals were either acquitted or let off with a 
nominal imprisonment. The absence of 
malice led the juries to deal lightly with 

the offenders.

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The Overshadowing Issue, 

The Chicago Tribune, the Philadeiphia

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WHAT CAUSED 


The Reason for the Macon Refrigerating 
Company's Assignment, 

In yesterday’s CONSTITUTION appeared a 
dispatch from Macon annecuncing the failure 
of the Automatic Refrigerating company of 
that city. 

As the southern headquarters of. the com- 
pany are located in Atlanta, and in view of 
the fact that Atlanta has a similar plant, in 
which a great deal of home money is invested, 
it would, no doubt, be interesting to the stock- 
holders of the local concern, as well as others, 
to know just what caused the failure of the 


Macon company. 

Mr. H. I. Kimball is general southern man- 
ager of the Automatic Refrigerating company, 
but just at present he isin New York. Mr. J. 
©. Kimball is manager of the Atlanta com- 
pany. 

He was seen yesterday and, in response toa 
question, said: 

“The failure of the Macon company is due 
entirely to the inefficiency of those who are in 
charge of the mechanical part of the work, 
and also is indirectly to a lack of money at the 
start of the enterprise. 

‘The company was formed with toosmalla 
capital in the first place, and, as a consequence, 
it was unable to employ a mechanical expert 
to run the machinery, or to fully complete the 
plant itself. A shortage in the supply of water 
was what caused the trouble. We had the 
saine obstacle here, and had the crisis come oa 
usin midsummer, as it did in Macon, the 
result would have been disastrous. 

‘‘As long as the machinery was new and in 
ore condition, and almost practically ran 
tse]f, the Macon concern got along splendidly, 
They made plenty of monéy, and their books 
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show that for the month preceding the failure 
the net profit was abort four hundred dollars. 
But when the water supply gave ont, the poo- 
ple who ran ihe machinery didn’t know what 
to do, and consequently, before an expert couid 
arrive, the plant was in a very bad fix, and a 
large amount of truck was spoiled. 

*‘Now it wasn't entirely the stappage of the 


machinery that caused the assignment but it- 


was the large amount of stuff that was spoiled. 
This amounted to about seven thonsand dol- 
lars, and the company didn’t have the funds 
to pay forit, which shows that the capital 
stock was too small. It was demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that the thing would pay as 
long as itwas kept running, and there is no 
doubt but many of the old stockholders wil 
take siockin the new company when itis 
organized. 

‘The assigninent won’t ‘have any effect on 
the Atlanta concerns, for the reason that they 
are separate and distinct vcrganizations and 
are controlled and operated by entirely dif- 
ferent people.”

ascension was postponed. 

The people who had come to sce the sightg 
were forced to turn their attention to seekiugg 
shelter, and a rush for the pavilion and even 
for umbrageous trees began. Soon the clouds; 
rolled by and all was sunshine and guiety 
acain. 

The real rush of the day did not becin until 
after twoo’ lock, and then the conductors on 
the dummy lines had their hands full. Eye 
ervbody sew med good natured and. determined 
not to take offense, or the pushing and crowd- 
ing would have led to-many fights.

There had been delay 
and occasional break downs on the way out,| 
but coming in the delays and stoppages were 
so numerous that some preferred to walk. 

Even these drawbacks did not seem to} 
materially effect the good humor of the crowd, | 
and the general verdict wasthat a right jolly’

After the women and children had gono 
home there was still a big crowd left who!

@HE NEW CAPITOL ACCEPTED BY 
THE GOVERNOR. 


Taptein FE. P. Howell Makes the Presentation 

Speech and Governor Gordon Accepts It—The 

- Bpeechesin Fuli—Cheers andthe Booming of 
Cannon, 


It was a memorable scene enacted yesterday 
at noon on the spot where, twenty-one years 
Ago, at the same hour, Georgia went into the 
Shroes of reconstruction. 

There the general assembly gathered as be- 
fore, but there the galleries thronged, not with 
& motley crew of aliens, but with Georgians, 
prominent for their ability and their worth, 
accompanied by Georgia women who would 
mot have gone theretwenty-one years ago. The 
“weneral assembly was in joint session as before, 
not to inaugurate a republican governor, but 
to take forma! possession of a house which her 
Own people have built. 

At twelve o’clock the house had been called 
toorder andthe senate came in. The goy- 
ernor was announced and came forward, 
escorted by Senator Gibson, followed by Hon. 
¥E. P. Howell, escorted by Representative 
Hart, ex-Governor McDaniel, escorted by 
Representative Clifton, followed by General 
BE. P. Alexander and Hon. W. B, Thomas, of 


the capitol commission. 

Having gone through the form of reading 
the resolution which called the general assem- 
bly tozether, the audience stood with bowed 
heads and listened to the prayer of Rey. John 
Jones, the chaplain of the senate. 

THE CHAPLAIN’S PRAYER. 

He prayed as follows: 

Almiguty God, our Father, we, Thy seryants, are 
passer bied personally and collectively as représntas 
tives oi our whole people, that we may acknowl- 
edge Jbee as the true Godand the Godof our 
fathers. We reyerently offer to the Thee our tribute 
of praise and thanksgiving for all the tnuumbered 
mercies of the ‘e We thank Thee that we have 
been permitted to witness another anniver- 
mary ol our natiou’s birth, We thank 

hee for the preservation of our great republic 
in its present unity, peace and prosperity. We bes 
Beech Thee that shouid any cause of disaffection 
arise, though it be as justas inthe past, that we 
may vever again appeal to the sword or pass 
through the red carnival of war, Be Thou our des 
liverer and our strong habitation whereunto we 
apey continually resort. 

We are now especially convened to thank The 
that Thou has enabied cur peopie to rear this 
beautiful and imnposing editice for 
the benefit and honor of our commonwealth. 
But we would iirst dedicate this honse to thee and 
thy glory, and we pray that no legislation may ever 
be enacted or sentimonts uttered within these halls 
contrary to Thy most holy will and revealed word. 
May “the fearoftic Lord, she beginning of wis- 
dom” fili the hearts ofall who shall gather here as 
Jaw givers. May ail deliberations and gladiations 
of debate be devoid of scifish ambition, personel acs 
Fimony aid untruthful sophistry. May this house 
Mot only be the repository of our. ar- 
chives, our acts and our records, 
but the political temple, our Mount Zion, where« 
~ wnto the tribes of our native Israel shall delignt to 
gather and feel the cementing influence oft our 
common inherited central home. 

Biess all who are in authority. Give unto our 
thief magistrate the baptism of the Holy Spirit, and 
fn like measure bless ail of his co-workefs, And 
when the present actors on the arena of life sha! 
pass to the eternal world, may they leave worthy 
manties to fall on their successors, and these cone 
gsecra'ed hails descend with unsullied purity te

MR. PRESIDENT DUBIGNON, 

President duBignon then said: 

“Feilow Representatives: The official posi- 
tion which I have the honor to occupy has 
never offered a privilege more highly esteemed 
than the duty which the present occasion im- 
poses. Surely Georgians could wish no more 
gratifying evidence of the growth and prog- 
ress of their state than is afforded by the sur« 
roundings in which we are assembled. Rich 
as she is in the treasured wealth 
of her hills, no state or pation 
can boast of the more unselfish 
service of her sons: and to none does she owe 
amore lasting debt of gratitude than those 
whose untiring fidelity to a public: trust has 
rendered this splendid edifice, a still more 
splendid monument to the integrity and the 
character of her people. [Applause.] 

**As its chosen and its worthy representative, 
I have the honor to present to the assembled 
representatives of the people of Georgia the 
Hon. Evan P. Howell of the capitol commis- 


sion.”’ 
HON. EVAN P, HOWELL. 

Captain Howell was received with enthusi- 
astic applause as he rose and began his speech, 
as follows: 

“Mr. President, Gentlemen of the Genera! 
Assembly and Fellow Citizens: I have been 
selected by the capitol commission to ‘turn 
over’ [this new capitol to you—its owners. 
We have formally passed through this once 
before. We made our report to you when we 
ended our official duties in pte last. As to 
what the capitol cost and what it is, this report 
end this building are before you _ to 
speak for themselves. Iam thoroughly grati- 
fied that I am in thisfposition to present to you 
a@ home such as vour bill, which brought forth 
this commission -and this work, authorize. 
There is but one regret, and only one, in refer- 
ence to this capitol, and thatis that all the 
ma‘erial in it is not Georgia material. But it 
willappear toyouon examination of the re- 
ports made by this commission and by in- 
specting the building, that three- 
fourtns of the material in this capitol 
is Georgia material. It would have 
been more gratifying to our feelings, 
because every member of the commission is a 
mat vo of Georgia, if we could have put every 
— of that material in from Georgia. We 

ve just as good in Georgio as there is in the 
world; but you understand the circumstances 
that led us to do what we have done. You have 
n in our reports the extent of the necessity 

Oo: going outside. 

**’These iron-zirders, for insiance, were rolled 
in Pennsylvania, of Georgia ore, because we 
had no machinery to make them in Georgia. 
So with the material for the outside. We had 
in Georgia as fine material for the exterior as 
there is in the worid, but tive years ago, when 
the contract forthis building was let, there 
Was not enough machinery for cutting stone in 
Georgia to bave supplied the material neces- 
Bary to build this capitol within - cight or ten 
years. So with that difficulty, and limited by 
the price we were put under the necessity of 

oing elsewhere for the limestone, which 
orms the extericr of tho building. 

**T allude tothat as the only regret we have— 
that we could not make it all Georgia mate- 
rial. But all the lighter part of the work, the 
granite and marble, is material brought out of ! 
the mines and the hills of Georgia. 

**[ desire to refer to another pleasant cireum- 
stance. During the term this commission has 
been serving the state I can say truthfully 
there has been no strife among us— 
mo dissensions. It has been a harmonious 
body from the first. We were tortunste in 

tting architects who could discharge their 
Tatics perfectiy and give satisfaction to all 
parties; we were fortunate enough to get con- 
tractors who came up to the mark, and when- 
ever their attention was called to defective 
material promptly replaced it. We were also 

rtunate in getting superintendents who dis- 
eharged their duty with watchfulness and care, 
and there is not, so far as I know, from dome 
to basement, a crack you could put a knitting 
meedie in. [Applause.] 

*‘So far as the commission is concerned, they 
have tried todo their duty. We owe a debt 
of gratitude to his excellency, Henry D. Mc- 
Daniel, who was the governor of the state 
when this work was begun. I know, of my 
personal knowledge, that he gave his atten- 
tion night and day to the work necessary for 

he faithfal performance of this work. It was 
is watchful care in drawing the contragt and 
in bringing around him such men as Géneral 
Alexander, Mr. Thomas, General Cook,- Mr. 
Beojamin Crane and Hon. A. L. Miller that 
made this building one worthy of the people 
of Georgia. 

**Not one word of this compliment shall de- 
tract anything from Governor Gordon, who 
has been a faithful suécessor of Governor Mc- 
Daniel in his help inthis work. The mem- 

rs of the commission have had nothing in 
view but the success of the enterprise. They 
have planned this magnificent capitol for the 
legislative, executive and judicial oftices of 
the state—a home you can be proud of. 

“We have got an acre and a half here, and 
it is true it has cost fifteen dollars a square 

t, but we have a capitol big enough for the 
state if it had a million more people. 

"God has been merciflu in giving usa cli- 
mate that is unequaled. He has given us tho 
richest mineral]s east of the Rocky mountains, 
the best farming lands in the United States, 
the best timber lands in the country and as 

bod water ag is anywhere. Hahas given us 


so far as commerce is concerned. 

“We ought to be proud of our state. It is 
our duty as Georgiaus to make this state so 
attractive that no one will want to leave it, 
and if you will be as faithful in making jaws 
as you were in laying down what was necessary 
to give you a home, if you _ wili be 
as faithfui in that, you will make Geor- 
gia the greatest state mn the 
union. Georgia is an empire in itself. We 
have our mountains, with their hiddeu riches; 
we have al! this tine timber, this fine climate 
and this water; and now that the state has a 
home we must continue the work until al! our 


ing with the advancing prosperity of our state, 
[Applause, } 

‘it makes a Georgian feel sad to find among 
people outside of the state, those who could 
ever leave this old state. But most of them 
come back and most of those who don’t would 
if they were able. I am so proud of my state, 
when I think of what fwe Shave passed 
through and have had to suffer and of what 
we have nowin the advantages around us I 
feel like climbing to that cupalo and shouting 
loud enough to bring back every man that 
ever leit the state.” 

APPLAUSE AND CANNONS. 

“Boom!” roared the fourth of July cannon. 

The andience drew one silent breath, and 
then broke out in a great, tumultuous cheer. 
Captain Howell shook with Jaughter, and the 
cheer died away and rose again louder than 
before. The cannon had led the applause. 

Aiter the cannon and the peopie 
tlirough, Captain Howell continued: 

**T aim satisfied of one thing. They all want 
to come back. I have been out west recently 
and metsome of those people from Georgia, 
and many of tiiem wanted to borrow moucy 
by which to get home. Let’s make up our 
minds that we are going to make this state so 
great that no ono will want to leave it. [Ap- 
plause. } 

‘We can take this Fourth of July as a time 
to start it, aud if we keep the people here 
that are born here—I don’t care anything 
about immigration--we will soon till the state, 
ane I’d rather have native born Georgians, 
anyhow.” 

“Boom!” went the cannon again. ‘Ther 
it is again,’’ said Captain Lfowell, and again 
the audience came back with tumultuous 
cheers. 

When quiet was restored Captain Howell 
went on: 

“IT need not argue to our people that this is 
the place toremain. Lect us a make aresulve 
today, while we are wondering how long it 
will be before the next gun shoots, that we are 
going to keep what Georgians we haye, and 
then try to raise as many more as we can.”’ 

This sentiment was greeted with a roar of 
laughter, and Captain ilewell concluded: 

‘You will have to build another capito] if 
you do that. Georgians beat the world. ‘This 
is a great state, and I. am_=e giad 
that you have got into such quarters, 
as you ought to havé had long since.”’ 

HIS EXCELLENCY, THE GOVERNOR, 

As Captain Howell concluded he was loudly 
applauded, and as he sat down President du- 
Bignon rose and said: 

“Georgia has never been illustrated by a 
more worthy representative than Governor 
Gordon.”

Governor Gordon was greeted with applause 
as he came forward. He said: 

“TI thank my eloquent friend, and you, my 
countrymen, for this gracious greeting. 

“Captain Howell and Gentlemen of the Cap- 
itol Commission: In the presence of the gen- 
eral assemb!ly and in behalf of the state, I ac- 
cept from your hands Georgia’s new and 
superb capitol. [Applause.}] In the fashion 
of its architecture, in the syinmetry of its pro- 
portions, in the solidity of its structure, in the 
beauty of its elaboration, and completeness of 
arrangements, itis worthy the dignity and 
character of this great commonwealth, In 
all regards this new home of the state is my 
sutiicient and emphatic warrant for 
congratalation to the iegisiature that arthor- 
ized it; to the architects who designed. it; to 
the contractors who built it; to the comunis- 
sioners who supervised it, and to the pcople 
who own it. But i congratulate vou aiso, 
senators and representatives, of the present 
general assembly, because it is your high priv- 
ilege to celebrate its opening aud dedicate it 
to wise and patriotic legislation. I congratu- 
late the state because in these her asse:nbled 
sons slie has representatives worthy of this 
distinguished honor and capable of drawing 
from these auspicious snrroundings 
renewed inspiration for the momen- 
tous duties before them. I[  congrat- 
ulate the commissioners, because through pa- 
tient investigation, untiring energy, wisd pr- 
vision and conservative expenditure, they have 
achieved the almost unprecedented suecess of 
completing a great public work within the 
original appropriation. [Tremendous 
plause.} Above all, l congratulate this peo 
ple that this whole enterprise, from beginning 
to end, is clean, creditable and above suspicion. 
[Great applause.) From tne first bill intro- 
duced in the legislature to the expenditure of 
the last dollar by the comniissioners there has 
been neither jobbery nor thought 
of corruption. From granite base 
to irom dome, every chisec!ea block ard 
moulded brick, every metallic plate and mar- 
_bleslabis as free from official corruption as 
when they lay untouched by mortal hand in 
original purity in the bosom of mother earth. 
[Great applause.) Every stroke of hammer, 
of trowel or brush is a record of labor hon- 
estly expended and justly rewarded.

oflaws which impcse unnecessary burdeus 
upon the whoie people in order to bring 
to the few undue advantages and un- 
just enrichment—opposition not cnly to 
trusts and monopolies and their 
kindred and concomitant evils, but undying 
hostility to the discriminating, unjust and un- 
necessary taxation, which encourages,increases 
and perpetuates these evils! We war not only 
against the evils themselves, but against the 
governmental partiality which makes theso 
evils no less hurtful and galling in this free 
government than under the aristocratic favor- 
itism of monarehical Europe. 

“Let no governmental policies repngnant to 
the great principles of natural equity upon 
Which the republic was founded ever find 
abettors within these consecrated walls. Let 
no unworthy or unjust action, legislative, judi- 
cial or executive, ever mar the beauty of that 
bright record already made in the construction 
of this capitol. But let¢the pure winds of 
heaven play around its dome and along its 
corridors and tle untarnished sunlight linger 
in its chambers without the possibility of de- 
filement.

THE DRIFT OF TALK 


AND THE GOSSIP OF THE CAPITOL 
. CORRIDORS. 


Hon. Ed. Simmons and His Immigration Bureau— 
Talk of the Dog Law—General, Legislative and 
Local—The Oliye Bill and Others to Come Up, 


Now for business. 

Tho members are practically all here, and 
the hand shaking done with. The Fourth of 
July is passed—a rainy day made memorable 
by the dedication exercises and reception. The 
enthusiasm aboutjthe beauty of the newfcapitol 
has solidified into the refiection that it’s a very 
substantial building—as well as a beautiful 
one—and will be there just as beautiful after 
the business of the session is completed. Mr. 
Kitchens, of Glascock, has stated that—hbarring 
earthquakes--the new capitol will stand there 
forever, and the representative irom Glascock 
is a reliable man. 

So the drift of current talk and thought has 
taken a decided business turn. The pressure 
is bearing already on the machinery of legis- 
lation. ‘The chat and the small talk have 
given place to measured comment and sober 
diseussion. The discussion takes its routine 
form today, and the mill begins grinding. 

All yesterday afternoon the hotel rotundas 
were dotted with little groups of gossiping 
law-makers, industriously chalking oui the 
lines of policy and contrivance, or recounoit- 
ering where the lines were drawn. 

TO PROMOTE IMMIGRATION. 

A central figure in one of those groups was 
Hon. E. G. Simmons, of Sumter. 

“We have needed ita long time,’’ he was 
saying. ‘“That’s what put Alabama’s mapu- 
facturing enterprises so far in advance of most 
southern states, and is bringing one hundred 
cents into the state for everyfdollar’s worth of 
iron that goes outofit. My bill provides for 
the establishment of an immigration burean— 
no Castle Garden aboutit, though, Wewant 
the substantia! farmers of the north and east to 
come down and make farms of these Georgia 
waste lands. Advertise —that’s the idea. 
Alabama appropriated $120,000 last year to her 
immigration bureau. Georgia can afford to give 
$20,000 annually.” : 

“Is itto bea separate department?’ asked 
Rawls, of Effingham. 

“No—the only way to get the appropriation 
is to make ita branch of the agricultural de- 
partment, A na in this connection I wish 
eyery meinber of the legisiature coyid reach a 
specch of Judge Barrow’s, delivered at Bruns- 
wick some time ago—pretty much on the line 
of this bill, and the finest speech of statistics 
ever delivered in Georgia. Don’t you think 

’? 

And as he stepped asido to light his cigar 
another of the group remarked knowingly: 

‘Simmons is nuded this time. He has two 
other big bills, but he don’t say much about 
‘em now.”’ 

‘Big uns?” auried Johnson, of the 24th. 

“Think they are.’’ 

THE DOG LAW. 

A facetious turn in the conversation brought 
up the dog law. 

“Well,” from Mr. Rawls, of Effingham, ‘I 
conidn’t help that. They did get up a sort of 
petition about taxing dogs, but I hadn’t 
thought much about it. Lhavn’tasingle bill 
inview. Thotruth of the matter js that 
we can get along fmighty well in Ffiine- 
ham withoutany more law than we have 
aiready. That’s the sort of county I’m trom. 
Before the blackberries are gone the plums 
come along, and before the plums are gone the 
watermelons are ripe, andthe fish bite all the 
time, We've got a world of our own down 
there, with lots of good looking people init, 
and they wouidn’t have a man for representa- 
tive that couldn’t—”’ 

And he stopped to wink vigorously at 4 pict- 
ure on the cigar stand. The colonel and 
Clifton, of Chatham, are the cavaliers of the 
house. 

SOME OF THE YOUNGER MEMEERS. 

A group of younger members were 
cn the sidewalk, and Dayi 
lig for them, 

“Felton’s higher education bill can’t 
anything in the house but tako up time. 
knows that.” 

“Opposed to it?” asked Tigner, of Mus- 
cores, 

‘World witheut end,”’ was the answer. 

‘Weil,’ from Muscogee, ‘‘maybe yeu are 
right; butdon't you think there ought to be a 
law against hauling seed cotton between svn.

The first bale man undoubt- 
edly has a bill—to reduce the sheriff’s bond in 
Baker trom 86,000 to $3,000, 

THE SALARIES OF TAX RECEIVERS. 

Another noticeable group was madeup of 
Messis. Phil Davis. of Elbert, Holtzclaw, of 
Hougton, Collier, of Dooly. Senators Littie, of 
tho 3¥st, and Ray, of the 14th. , 

They were listening to Phil Davis. 

‘The tax receivers of the state,’’ said he, 
‘ought to receive as biga salary as the tax 
collectors, The tax receivers inust give up all 
his time toit from Aprilto July, and that is 
the most valuable time of the year, He is 
bound to lose his crop by it. The tax receiver 
does more work than the tax collector, any- 
how, and I’m going to introduce a bill to make 
his salary as big as the tax collector’s,”’ 

“That all you’ve got from Dooly?” 

‘No; butthe other isn’t quite in shape yet 
The way it is now, when a sheriff goes to any

SOME RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 

The representativo from Houston had some 
interesting local bills—one ior the charter of 
a bankin Verry, another for the establish- 
nent of the pbiie school system in Perry. 

*But the biggest loca! legislation in that 
district,’’ said he, ‘tis on the railroad to be 
built east and west throngh Perry, dividing 
I{ouston into two nearly equal parts, and con- 
necting the East Tennessee and Southwestern 
lines. The rajlroad will be a God-send to that 
coubtry.”’ 

‘Like the courthouse in Vienna,’’ remarked 
the Dooly county man. ‘*Wejwant to issue #20,- 
00CO in county bonds, and build us a fine one.” 

There are several Dooly county bills to be 
intro&iuced—one to incorporate the town of 
Coney, one providing for the establishment of 
a county court, and another for stock law as a 
protection in part of the county against the 
adjacent siock law counties. 

THAT EDUCATIONAL BILE. 

Senator Ray turned tie conversation upon 
Dr.:F’elton’s bill for higher education. 

‘“It’scommencing at the wrongend,’”’ he 
argued. 

“I think it would be better,’”’ agreed Repro- 
sentative Collier, ‘‘to perfect the common 
school system before falling in line with Dr. 
Felton. That word ‘college’ sounds too big for 
every congressional district,’’ 

“T’m square out against it,’’ said Holtzclaw, 
of Houston. ‘Georgia may be fixed for that 
twenty years from now, but she isn’t ready tor 
it yet.”’ 

Senator Little was rather inclined against it, 
and Dayis, of Elbert, hadn’t made up his 
mind. 

THEY TALKED ABOUT CROPS, 

Then the crops came under discussion. 

Representative Collier was enthusiastic, 

‘*Ti’s the finest crop year,’’ said he, ‘that 
we've had since the war. Itconldn’t be bet- 
ter. Fruit of every kind is super-abundant. I 
never saw such crops before.”’ 

‘Mighty fine crops at home,’”’ said Senator 
Ray. 

AND THE OLIVE BIL. 

In the Kimball house rotunda Senator Mas- 
singale, the author of the confederaté home 
ce was deep in an argument about the Olive 
bill. 

‘‘And after all,’’ he concluded, “I believe 
I’m in favor of;the bill. That Olive bill is the 
most impotrant bill to come before the house 
this session.”’ 

‘*What about betterments?”’ asked Do 
Lacy, of Dodge. 
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“Tam against betterments on all road fix- 
ures.”’ . 

‘I’m against betterments,’’ remarked the 
young member from Burke, who had just 
joined the group. 

“I believe the most important bill before 
the house,’’ said Representative De Lacy, “‘is 
the special order for next Tuesday. It will be 
determined then whether the state road is to 
be sold or leased. JI am in the minority of the 
committee—with Chairman Rankin, Dr. Fel- 
ton and others—in favor of leasing it.”’ 

ANOTHER VIEW OF THE OLIVE BILL 

‘*W hat about the Olive bill?’’{asked Senator 
Masrengale, 

“Against it. Last year work had actually 
commenced on a railroad from Eden to Amer- 
icus, by way of Eastman, and the whole thing 
was suspended and work stopped on account of 
this hostile legislation.”’ 

‘What aboutDr. Felton’s bill for higher ed- 
ucation,’’ he was asked. 

‘Tl agree with the doctor this far—the entire 
reutal of the State road should be set aside for 
education purposes. l’m not prepared to sanc- 
tion the docter’s method of disposing of the 
money—the college scheme.”’ 

Hion. William Clifton, the handsome repre- 
sentative from Chatham, was another member 
of the group. He comes this time with a 
number of local bills. 

One of the most important of these is to 
amend the charter of Tybeo and allow the in- 
corporators to organize tbis year. 

Another favorite loating place was the new 
capitol. “A number of senators and represen- 
tatives were at their desks the greater part o 
the afternoon, and numbers of others were 
passsing in and out. 

MR. KITCHENS’S BILL. 

The corner desk, on the left side as you 
enter the door, is that of the member from 
Glasseock—Hon. Seab Kitches. His special 
care isa billto amend section 7 and 8, and 23 
and 23 of the conimon school law af ’87. This 
coines up today for its third reading. Senator 
loster, of the forty-second, has a bill to repeal 
the actof ’87 altogether. Representative Mc- 
Arthur, of Montgomery, is waiting for an op- 
portunity to push through an amendment of 
some sort, and the representative from Glass- 
cock is just about in that state of mind that 
would naturally be credited to a railroad en- 
gineer with atrain rushing into him from the 
front, and another crashing in from. the rear 

‘I don’t know how it’s coming out,” he said, 
referring to his bill. ‘‘They’ve .whipsawed 
around ’till they’ve got’ things sorter mixed, 
don’t you think so? I guess it’s coming out 
all right, though.” 

“7 hear you are supporting the Felton bill,”’ 
remarked Senator Johnson. 

“Who!” with some show of indignation— 
‘‘who’s supporting the Felton bill? No, sir; 
I’m opposed toit. We’re not ready for any- 
thing like that. Weare a burdened people. 
We are burdened with a debt of $9,000,000, 
with neatly half a million yearly interest. 
Three months good schoo! is enough.” 

“What do you think of tde capitol?” 

‘Well, sir, seriously, it’s the finest I ever 
saw; it’s almost too tine, don’t you think so?”’ 

“And crops?”’ 

“Pine—fine. There may be just a little too 
much rain, justatrific toomuch. The cotton 
ain’t bragable, because it’s late. Corn’s a little 
lower than usual, but it'll be abig crop. 
Wheat’s fine.’’

Then and Now. 

Just twenty-one years ago, yesterday, the 
reconstruction legislature was organized in the 
old Fulton county courthouse on the site of the 
present new capitol. 

It was a blazing Fourth of July—that mem- 
orable day in sixty-eight—but the temporary 
state house was packed and jammed with 
spectators. 

People were eager to see the first legislature 
that had ever convened in Atlanta, and they 
felt that it was a historic event—the begin- 
ning of a new chapter in the annals of the 
commonwealth. 

The newlyelected members of the legisla- 
ture tiled inté the small and shabby old hall 


and took their seats. 

Three of the senators were negroes, 

Twenty-five black faces showed up among 
the representatives. 

Twenty-two of the senators were democrats 
and twenty-two were republicans. 

The representatives were divided into 162 
democrats and 73 republicans, 

The the galleries viewed the 
interest. There was 
nothing of a holiday air about the ecene. It was 
a solemn oceasion, and the people were in a 
solemn mocd. 

At that time Georgia was under military 
rul It was not inthe union. It was not 
even a state, but a part of a military district, 
commanded by Gencral Meade, of Gettysburg 
fame. It had no civil governor, and 
the duties of the executive department 
were discharged by a soldier—General Ruger— 
who had been appointed by General Meade. 

Such was the ccudition of affairs when the 
reconstruction legislature met. 

Just as the clock struck twelve General 
Meade and his» staff, accompanied by 
Judge John Erskine and several 
ladies, entered representative hall and 
seated the:nselves in a circle before the 
speaker’s desk. 

The work of organization then proceeded. 

Judge Erskine, attired in his judicial robes, 
administered the oath to Governor Bullock 
and the state oilicers. 

The ceremony was over in a few minutes, and 
the generals and colonels in their glittering 
uniforms disappeared. 

It was the beginning of civil government; 
it was the prelude to Georgia’s admission into 
the union. 

Time works wonderful changes in twenty- 
one ycars. 

But the central figure of that historic day in 
’sixty-eight was an interested spectator of the 
scenes of yesterday in the new capitol. 

Eix-Governor Bullock, now a popular and 
houored citizen of the commonwealth, serene 
anid self-poised as when he took the oath of 
oftice nearly a quarter of a century ago, was 
present when our law-makers took possession 
of their new quarters. 

The ex-goyernor called on Governor Gordon, 
and the two had a pleasant 
chat.> He talked with his numerous iriends 
among the senators and representatives, and 
chaffed some of the younger statesmen about 
the magnificent monument which the demo- 
crats ot Georgia had erecied on the spot where 
his legislature held its tirst meeting in the 
storiny davs of bayonet rule. 

Doubtless Governor Buliock and a few of 
the cld timers who were present thought of 
many points of contrast when they recalled 


the old days. 

The new capitol, rising in- all 
crandeur of its imposing and = wmas- 
sive proportions from its solid foun- 
dations, does not contrast more strongly 
with the old rookery it has supplanted than 
our imperial cOmmonweath .does with the 
wrecked and shattered military distriet of 
twenty-one years ago. 

But reconstruction, bayonet rule and poy- 
erty belong to the past. The men who as- 
sembled in the capitol yesterday 
live in an era of liberty, prosperity and _ pro- 
gress. They will be so busy making new his- 
tory that they wiil forget what some of the 
younger readers of this sketch will be tempted 
to call ancient history.

other CAUSES, notified Secretary 
eighteen months to two years 
ngo Os of their resignation, but official 
action not having been taken oh them until re- 
eently. Your roil now contains 137 active members, 
drawn from amongst the best business material 
of this city. We have during the past twelve 
months lost by death three of our most esteemed 
and respected members. Committees were ap- 
pointed from your body to attend their funerals 
and appropriate resolutions fuseribed on your mins 
utes to the memories of Colonei John N, Dunn, Mr. 
Isanec May and Ceptain John Keely. During‘the 
year, through the efforts of your relief committee 
and the seems of our people, you have been 
enabled to extend valuable and appreciated aid to 
afflicted sufferers in other sections; also to ‘‘strans 
gers in our midst.’ Besides making libcral remit. 
tances to Jacksonville during the yellow fever 
epidemic in that city, the office of your secretary 
was used as headquarters by a committee of Jack- 
sonvilie ons appointed by you to distribute 
help from this chamber to needy Florida retuzees 
who had fied from pestilence ho ever open aris 
of safety offered by Atlanta, 

Your relief committee also extended timely aid 
to JolLnstown, and your chamber stands alwayss 
ready to reTieve distress whereverit may be found. 
During the year just ended your hall—which is one 
ofthe best in the state—has been {in con-tant de- 
mand, and in addition to the meetings of your own 
body, it hos always been cheerfully tendered for al 
public gatherings—overa hundred such oe 
havin g be ‘en held here andin the sccretary’s off 
adjol te during the past twelve months, Your 
comrnaiitee on siatistics intended issuing areview 
for 1835-0, containing general information concern 
ing the commercial, financial and industrial inter. 
ests of this city; also statistics of receipts and stiip~ 
ments during the past year of grain, provisions, 
rroceries and other merchandise, but our former 
secretary, Mr. Welch, baying resigned in Octover, 
and our present secretary, Mr. Saunders, having 
only been aected in January, could notin the short 
time intervening undertake the work. Moreover, 
upon application to the different railroad offices 
1@re we found them unprepared to -furnish the 
necessery information. 

It is hoped, however, that such intelligence can 
be obtained from the transportation companies 
hereafter, and that your secretary way in future be 
able to issue regular annual reporis. A very con- 
siderable aid in this connection would be the estab- 
lishing of a clearing house in Atlanta. Such an in- 
stitution would be of immense value in compiling 
records ofthe vast transactions of the city. It 
would also b2agreat convenience to our banks, 
and the expeuse of maintaining it, divided between 
them, would be of but little consequence to each. 
Weckly reports from Atlanta's clearing house would 
be eageriy anticipated. No advertisement of the 
city would be so valuable, and nothing give more 
tone to its commerce or.contribute more to the 
reputation of Atlanta as a large business center. 

Refe rring to the official work of the year, only the 
members of your board, who are necessarily in- 
formed, can appreciate its importance, Your. corsa 
respondence covers an unlimited territory, and the, 
work is of a serviceable description that but for this 
organization would be leit undone, The action 
@® your board is frequently requested 
on questions of highest concern to the city, and 
often of vitalinterest to the entire country. The 
indorsement of your chamber is sought for numers 
ous purposes and enterprises, but is often properly 
withheid, and is always cautiously given, lest such 
indorsemeut should become divested of prestige and 
influence. There is in your organization for tie 
beneiit oi its members a court crected by legislative 
enactment. Our board of arbitration is composed 
of geutiemen of ability and integrity, representing 
almost every class of business, aud is an intelligent 
andimpartial jury. Differences Brought before it 
receive skilful and analyticad salient, and justice 
is rendered. Tiere is in the settlements effected 
here a saving of expense, loss of time, aid often 
irritation of iecling, and alsoto @& great extent a 
relief to our worthy and overtworked neighbors 
across the street—the esteemed judzes of 
our civil courts. In view of these facts, I 
trust I may be parioned for saying that 

“our members do not now. and have not in the 
past manifested a proper interest in their 
chamber. Amongst a few . individuals tlie 
mistaken idea appears to prevail thata chamber of 
commerce cannot be useful and effective unless 
there is a “‘bucketshop”’ attachment. The very 
absence of a speculative spirit is one of the chief 
virtues and main pillars of the solidity of Atlanta’s 
commerce. Daily mee ings of your members should 
be held, an would be found mutually pleasant and 
advantageous; and while daily telegraphic market 
quotations are not essential, they should be received 
and posted for information and use in the legiti- 
mate transaction of business, I fear, also, that 
houses outside of the provision and grocery trade, 
consider that your chamber is mainly for that 
branch of business, and therefore feel little interest. 
I would assert herethat the Atianta chamber of 
commerce is an organization forthe benefit of al! 
classes, and the interests of our entire city. No 
organization in the city has been, or can be, able to 
combine so many interests, and so mucb influence 
as this chamber, and the broader is made its scope 
the greater will be its possibilities for good. I theres 
fore recommend that your membership be increased, 
and that your by-laws making ‘the initiation fee 
$100, be changed :o as toadmit new members at #10. 
While I know tbat the oriyzinal cost of certificates of 
present members was $50, and that you have borne 
the burden of placing our chamber upona success- 
ful and independent basis, and while your certifi- 
cates are now worth $229.93, and are daily increas- 
ing in value, and that admitting pew members ou 
the basis named to an equal Interest in your prop- 
erty would bea liberal act on your part, yet the 
intention of your organization being fer public 
good, I hope you will adopt this suggestion, But 
let the change be temporary, and when your mem-~ 
bership reaches 500, either let that be the limit or 
issue certificates thereafter at not less than $100. 
With an association ef 500 business firms and citi- 
zens allied in one body, we will have strength to 
carry into effect any plans or policy necessary for 
the fniure vrowtl and development of our city and 
this organization. 

In the comniittees to be appointed for 1889-90 I 

ould suggest the addition of an entertainment 
committee, for the purose of providipg an anunal 
banquet and other suilable-mectings of a social na~

A SAD DEATH. 


MR. J. EE. CROOK TAKES A BIG DOSE 
OF CHLORAL. 


Afler a Protracted Spree a Young Dry Goods Sales- 
man Takes the Entire Contents of a Bottle of 
Medicine and Dies in Spite of the Eforis of Hts 
Physicians. 


There was a sad death at No. 93 Washing- 
ton street yesterday morning. 

A few minutes before 9 o’clock Mr. J. E. 
Crook swallowed an eight-ounce vial of chlo- 
ral and digitalis.

There were 240 grains in the bottle, and 
twenty was-the prescribed dose. Death en- 
| sued, in snite of the eiforts of his friends and 
physicians, in twenty-three minutes afier he 
swallowed the dose. 

Mr. Crook was a young man of abont thirty 
years of age, and about four years ago he 
came to Atlanta from Texas. He attended 
Moore’s Business college and graduated. Ife 
then went with John Ryan’s Sons as a sales- 
man, but after the tirst year obtained a situa- 
tion as bookkeeper for Miller & Brady, the 
liverymen. 

About a yearandahalf age he went back 
with the Ryans, and has been employed as a 
salesman by thetn for nearly two years. 

About four weeks ago he got on a spree, and 
has been on it ever since. He boarded at No. 
50’ Decatur street, but on Wedne sday evening 
he cailec at the residence cf Mr. J. A. Barry, 
No. O38 W; ashington, saying that if he had to 
Giv anywhere he h: id rather die there. 

lie was wet and in a bad condition generally. 

Mr. Barry tock him up stairs and took off lis 
wet clothes, and giving hiin cry ones put him 
to bell 

Dr. Kendrick gave him a prescrij ston, ard 
Mr. Crook rested very weil up to5 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. 


When he wokeup, and was very restless 
Dr. Kendrick wrote another prescription. The 
inedicine was brought to his room anda dose 

administered at 8 o’clock. 

The bottle was removed to an adjoining 
room, and Mr. Barry walked down stuirs, ask- 
ing Mrs. Barry to go up and stay with the 
young man until he should get beiter. 

Just about that time the servant upstairs 
called ont that Mr. Crook had got out of bed. 

Mr. Barry ran up stairs just in time to find 
that the patient had slipped into the adjoin- 
ing room and had swallowed the conteuts of 
the bottle of medicine. Mr, Barry gave hiin 
a dose-of epccac and sent for ha. Kendrick 
and iiennedy, and both responded at once, 

But theirefforts were vain. The dose was 
too deadly and in twenty-three miuutes the 
young man was afcorpse. 

His mother hves at Allenton, <Ala., the 
birth-place of the young man, and he hasa 
sister in Dallas county, Ala., and a brother in 
New York. His relatives were notitled and a 
hezring from them- will decide whether the 
funeral will be here or elsewhere. 

Before hetook the deadly draught, Myr. 
Crook wrote on both sides of aslip of paper, 
the following lines to his mother 

My Dear Mother: Iam tired of life for reasons 
viulli know afterwards. I hopeto meet vou in 
heaven. Don’t let this trouble youany more than 
possibile. I wish to express myself in as few words 
as possible. Goodbye to all. Your son,

He addressed a note to Mr. Barry, who is a 
distant relative, thanking him for kindness, 
and expressing deep contrition for past follies, 
coupled with warnings to others atilicted with

the evils of intemperance. He also told where 
a number of articies of his had been pawned 
for money with which to buy liquor. Tie 
wrote anumber of notes to other frie:ds, all 
on the same line. 

Mr. Crook was ofa most excellent family, 
and his untimely death is most deplorable. 

The funeral will take place from the resi- 
cence of J. A. Barry, {5 Washington street, at 
We'’cicck this morning. Interment at Oak- 
lind cemecry.
